jn about two hows. ‘I'he enemy, whe were 
fortifying their already strong position about 
1,500 metres off, poured in a severé fire with

Lieutenuut Kuzuharn and Ensign Moji 
were shot deal and Ensign Hara was 


wounded, many of the rank and file being 
also killed or wounded. Ensign Yoshidomi was 
wounded in the back of his left hand. Ho had 
his wound dressed at once on the field and 
then walked to the field hospital ot Chokaton, 
about five miles to the rear. Sergeant Hayashi 
was wounded at 5.30 p.m. inthe back. Ensign 
Moji, who was killed, was shot in-the arm, leg, 
and heat. On reesiving the firat shot the 
officer fell and crawled on the ground, looking 
at Ensign Yoshidomi, who was wounded and 
lying « short distancdaway. Einsign Moji, his 
face blanched with the paleness of » dying man, 
smiled as he looked: at his friend. Ina few 
seconds another shot came, which struck him on 
the head and he died. Lientenant Kuzuhara 
was killed by the same shot, which also ended the 
life of « private close by.

THE STONECUTTERS ISLAND TRAGEDY, 

A military enquiry wae held yesterday morn- 
ing into the fucts of the Stonecutters” Island 
tragedy at the 114th Mahrattas’ quarters, Kow- 
loon, in which three Indian soldiors wore killed. 
Thoro will ba no ciyil inquest. The following 
aro official details of the affair :— 

At 3.45 pm. on Saturday Shik Jangi, an 
Inilisn sepoy in the 14th Mahrattas, Wwos on 
duty at the Eastern Battery of Stonecutters’ 
Island. During o lit of temporary insanity ho 
“yan amok.” Going to within about tio feet 
of the guard room, he knelt. and deliberately 
fired at another sepoy of the rogiment named 
Dudu, or. to be more exnact—there are three 
“Dndus" in tho 114th Mahtattas—Dudu the 
third. The Snllet missed, but the report 
awakened Dada, who was sleeping at the time. 
As tho man rose lo a sitting posture, Jangi fired 
again, this time shooting Dudu dead. The 
madman then turned: his attention to Sergt- 
Nai Said Mahomed, whom ho also shot dend; 
and afterwards to two‘other men, one of whom 
was wounded in the back, and the’ other in the 
foot. In the latter instances the butlets passed 
throughandathe injuries were not of a fatal nature, 
Those lounging nround the guard room. had by 
this time fled, or gone to seok their suporior 
officers. Jangidecamped. Lieut. Pudsey and an 
Indian sergeant of police, together with a 
number of soldiers, went to search for the 
murderer. ‘They found him ina pool of blood, 
dead, shot through tho heart. His right hoot 
was off, and, apparently, he had pulled the 
trigger with his right toc and so committed 
snicido. | : 

When the man went on duty he had the usual 
ten rounds of ammunition, and eight of these 
wero fired. The three boilies were couveyed to; 
the Hongkong mortuary by the Water Police.

missions paid to various pertona under all sorts 
of excuses, Tho elaborate reply which tho 
Duke of Marlborough wes put forward to 
make really shirked the points of the charge, 
and was sufficiently met by Lord Port mouth’s 
blunt inquiry. “ Will the noble Duke prove 
that wy fasts are wrong ¥" Tho facts wera not 
disproved,’ and wa sve constrained to sty that 
_ hurdly an attempt was mado to disprove them. 
They are, indeed, ‘notorious to all persons 
conversant with matters affecting trade and 
shipping in: South. Afvics, and the refusil of 
inquiry will be veyarded by thom as not only a 
mistake but os an’ injastior, Tha priseut 
Crown Agents may be doverting of all that 
_their offteial apologist sail of thir bigh 
character and competent experivuce, -but the 
credit ix uot due to te system under which 
* they work, 


JAPAN'S WAR TAXES. 


The question whether foreign residents cau 
claim exemption from the special war tuxes has 
been referred to the various Ministers Pleni- 
potentiary in Tele, and by them (or some of 
them at loust) referred to the Home Govern- 
ments, Foreigners cannot rightly claim exemp- 
tion by reason of the clause in the treaties 
guaranteoing them agains} ‘all contributions 
imposed in lieu of personal service, und from all 
forced Jouns or military exactions or contribu: 
tions.” "Tho view tuken by the Yokohama 
Herald was that the increased taxation passed 
by the Diet lust session applied to foreign 
residents as much as Japanese, the only point 
that was open to question, in connection with 
theso extraordinary gpecinl taxes, being the 
consumption taxes, Lhe sugar consumption tax, 
the consumption tax on woollen textiles and 
kerosene, appeared ‘to chsh with the Sup- 
plementary Convention between, Great Britain 
and Japan signed in Tokyo on the. 16th 
of July, 1895, The viow taken ‘as to 
the applicability of the special war 
taxes to foreign residents was at — vari- 
ance with the general view here, and the Biogo 
and Osaka Chamber of Commerce upheld a 
contrary view, That body addressed an onquixy 
tothe Doyen of the Corps Diplomatique, and 
after receiving a reply; the varions Foreign 
Ministers in Tokyo were communicated with. 
Some of the Representatives seemed dieposed 
to attach considerable weight to the Chamber's 
view of the matter, and in consequence there 
bas “een .4 Strong expectation in some 
quarters thot the ultimate issuc would not 
Jw adverse to foreign interests. Those. whe 
have been lovking for a davowrable result, how- 
over, ure likely to be disappointed, for the 
_ British Govermmont has decided that its subjects 
counot rightly claim exemption from the special 
war taxes.‘ Mr. Bonar, H.B.M.'s Consul at 
Yokvhama, has received advice from Sir ( lande 
Macdonald, 1.B.Ms. Minister to Tokyo, that 


he has been advised by the Marquess of Laau- | 


downs, Secretary of Stats for Forcign Affairs, 
that the view taken by the law officers of the 
Crown is thet British residents in Japan cannot 
Gaim exemption from the special, war taxes, 
This. therefore. dixposes of the matter so far as 
British subjects aro concerned.

Berkeley (instructed by Mr. F. B. b, Bowley, 
Crown Solicitor), conducted the prosecution, 
In hia opening statement he said that the 
robbery and nssault tdok place about cleven 
o'eloek in the forenoon in a house on the top 


floor of No. 71, Station Street, cecupied by the 
woman and her daughter, While they wore in 
the houso thoy heard someone knocking it the 
door, Tho woman openct the door, whereupon 
the three prisoners cuine int, saying first of all 
that they were plumbers and hud come to stop 
a leuk, When they got inside the men seized 
the woman, struck her, bound and gagged her, 
and also bound the daughter. The ‘robbers 
then ransacked the howe and went off with « 
lot of jewellery and some monay, leaving the 
womun and her davighter lying on the floor. 
The question for the jury would be whether the 
prisonors were tho three men who committell this 
crime. Leung Sun Lin swore positively to the 
first man, She idontified him, aud she was cor- 
roborated by a carpenter who was working on the 
first floorand saw himleuving thehouseabouthalf-. 
wast eleven o'clock, nnd there was the corrobora- 


tive evidence in addition of his being found in. 


possession of soma: f the jewellery which the wo- 
man dvelared to huve heen stolen, The woman 


also identified the second man now, but at first 


she was not certain, ‘Tho carpenter and another 
man saw him in company with No. 1 prisoner 
that morning. No. 3 prisoner'the woman iden- 
tified, aud the workmen saw him leaving the 
house, : 

Leung Sua Lin in herevidencestated that whon 
the robbors came in they seized and bound hor, put 
« gag in her mouth, and struck her with a piece 
of firewood, and tied o pice of rope rounl her 
nock. Sho called out “Save life,” and when 
her danghter-came into thé room ind shouted 
alyo the robbers knocked her down and bound 
and yogged her. Both mother and danghter 
were rendered wnconscions and remained so for 
some time, ‘I'he robbers carried away bout 
$100 worth of jewollery, 

The duughtor Lo I Mui. 2 girl of 16, also 
gave evidence regarding the assault, but was 
unable to identify the prisoners as robbers, * 

After hearing further’ evidence the jury 
returned a verdict of guilty against all three 
prisoners, 

His Lordship sentenced them each to five 
years’ imprisonment with hurd Isbour and to 
recyive 2¢ strokes of the birch-rod, 

ARMED ROBBERY, 


Wong Yuk, Wong Lung, Chu San, Cheong |’ 


Fat, und Lui Ki were brought up on a charge

Consul-Gonoral B. ilows writes :—This office 
is in reveipt of many letters of inquiry concern- 
ing the policy of sonding catulogues, price lists, 
aud other advertixing matter.to Japanese firms 
with a view to oxtending trade. 
descriptive matter and prices given in the eutd- 
logues are printed in Japanese they will in most 
euses Serve no usefal purpose. If the National 
Association of Manufacturers, or a number of 
Aisnericun oxportors desirous of advancing their 
trade in this country, would unite to establish 
and maintain a sumplé room in Yokohama, it 
might prove of inestimable’ servieo to them. A 
place of this kind should be in charge of an 
intelligent, oulerprising man of unimpeachablo 
honesty, able to speak, read, and write both 
English and Japanese, and fully ‘conversant 
with the morits and prices of all the goods 
placed in his charge. It will be much eusier:to 
learn the demands of this market from the 
criticisms passed by the buyers on goods under 
immediate observation than by any abstract 
inquiry. Itis said that the British m«intain 
an exhibit of industrial products at Tokyo. 
The manufacturer who takes “uctive mea +1703 
to learn the needs and prejudices and tastes aid 
fancies of forcign customers, and propares to 
furnish what they want instead of persuading 
them to buy what he has made without any 
reference to their wants will lay u safe founda- 
tion for the extension of trade with this people-

BRITISH COASTING TRADE. 


Lord Muskerry called attention, in the House 
of Lords, to the practice of other countries of 
reserving their coasting trade for vessels of 
their own nationality, Lord Lansdowne replied 
on behalf of the Govermment, and begaa by 
admitting that the action of certain countries 
in reserving theircoastwisetrado, while wo threw 
ours open, was undoubtedly unfair, He went on 
to add that this unfairness was not practised by 
all countries. The only countries which made a 
complete reservation of the coasting trade were 
the United States and Russia. It must also, h 
said, be borna in mind that the proportion of 
foreign ships actually taking part in the British 
coasting trade was insignificant. The total of 
our coasting trade was about 35 million tons of 
shipping, and of this no less than 33 million tons 
were British. If we were to exclude foreign 
ships from thissmall percentage of our coasting, 
trado, we should render - ourselves linble to 
measures of retuliation. which might bo very 
serious, for a large number of British ships were 


engaged in the coasting trade of foreign 
conutries, :

As Princo of Wales he has 
sown his wild oats in a manner too well. known 
all the world over, but fow are. aware that, 
whilst thus engaged, ho carefully followed, 
events and is now in the true sense of the word 
tho “ spiritus rector " of the Governmont, nt any 
ruto gl its foreign policy. Debarred from 
giving freo scope to his activity and enorgy 
in the lifetime of the late Queen, ho turned 
to the pursuit of sport and pleasure, bt since 
then ho hes dovoted himself entirely to the 


‘welfare of his country in an unobtrusive but 


most painstaking manner. Although still in the 
beginning of his reign he has, it must be 
admitted, sueceeded, by the Anglo-Japanese 
treaty and the more recent Anglo-French one, 
in transferring the political ceritre of gravity 
to London—not to Paris, as some aver, We do 
it, but we wish to be just. The fatnre 
has many political surprises in store for us, no 
doubt, nearly evory one of which, we think, 
will owe its ovigin to King Edward. 

Tho qicstion has boon raised whether 
nontral country by permitting the issue of o 
loan by a belligerent Power in its territories 
commits a brench of-the luws of neutrality’ or 
not.’ Monsicur Alfred Neymarck, the well- 
known French economist, in an article in his 
paper Le Renticr comes io .the following 
conclusion: Money is a commodity like any 
othor kind of morchundise; if therofore a 
neutral State is precluded from furnishing a 
belligerent with the requisites of ‘war, 
should it not in’ a Hke manner be con- 
sidered unluwful to provide the moans where- 
with to purehase war material?

Thoso and other eqnally subtle points of 
international fineneiat Jaw, whieh in reality 
floes not yet exist, and the prineipls and 
rules of which have still to be laid down, domand” 
the most careful consideration and will have to 
tw dealt with on some future oecasion. * 

Some time ago ou ultraniontany member of 
the Reichstag, Curate Dasbach of Troves, speak, 
ing ot u public meeting, donted that the Josuits 
had ever taught or acted upon the priftciplo that 
“dho end sauotifies the means.” and he offered 
Sika, 2,000 to anyone who succoeded in proving 
the contrary.

one-sided one, us only the. chullengor staked his 
monzy, but u wager nevertheless, and com 
betting wus illogal no action could lie, Tho 
‘argument is certainly more ingenios tla can- | 
vincing. and only shows how reluctant the court: 
was to-enter into tho merits of the cuse and to 
decide so ticklish we question. The Count has J 
refnsed to accept the verdiet us final and hes 
appealed to a higher court.
